LONDON TAVERN, 5% January, 1796. 


At a General Meeting of the Subscribers to a Fund for 
forming WET DOCKS at Wapping, and a Canal from 
Blackwall, held here this Day, 


EDWARD FORSTER, Ex. in the Chair. 


The Chairman communicated to the Meeting the following Report: 


. MEEeT1xs of che Merchants of London, in the Month of March, 1794. 
they were $0 fully convinced of the Inconveniences and Injury the Trade of the Port of 
London sustained, and had sustained, from a Period as early as the beginning of this Century, 
from the confined Limits of the Whartfs, and the crouded State of the River, that a Committee 
was named to consider what might be a proper Remedy ; who, after much Attention given to 
the Business, were of Opinion that, among the many Plans which had been submitted to 
their Consideration, that, for forming Wet Docks at Fapping, with Wharſs on their Borders, 
was likely to be the most effectual in removing the Inconvemences which checked the 
increasing T rade of the Port of London. 


This Opinion they reported to a General Meeting of Merchants in March, 199g, which 
was approved by them; and the Committee were desired to take into Consideration the 
Propriety of opening a Canal through the Isle of Dogs, from Blackwall to the Docks in 
Wapping ; which, having done, they found Themsclves warranted, by the Information of able 
of the Gentlemen of the Corporation of the Trinity House, to state bath these Plans as 


practicable ; and recommended a Subscription to be opened for the Sum of C. 800,000 to carry 


them into Execution, which was subscribed on the 22d. and 234. December, 1795. 


It becomes now expedient that, the Subscribers should be informed, what has been considered

as proper to be submitted to Parliament to obtain the Sanction of the Legislature for instituting

That if the Capital shall not be found sufficient, the Company may borrow a limited Sum, 
and assign tic Rates as a Security. 


That no Call shall exceed Ten per Cent. at any one Time; and no Call shall be made within 
Two Months of a former Call. 


That Proprictors neglecting to pay any Call for Two Momhs shall forfeit Five Pounds tor 
every (. 100 Stock; and, if any Call be neglected for more than 1 wo Months, afier Notice 
given, their whole Shares and Interest in the Undertaking shall be fortcized ; unless other wise 
determined at a General Meeting of Proprietors. 


That the Value of the Premises to be purchased shall be setticd by a Jury, unless agreed on 
by the Parties. 


That Rates (with some Exceptions) shall be paid by Ships coming iato, and going from che 
Port of London. 


That the Rates shall be deemed à Port Charge. 
That the Wharſs shall be made legal Quays.
